The supreme court met iu special

Wreck Of Seven U. S. Destroyers 


Not Explained As Naval Board 


Of Inquiry Meets Today 


FOUR MORE BODIES FOUND 


(By United Pren} 


San Diego, Calif., Sept. 17—With 


the naval board of inquiry meeting 
here at 10 o'clock today, Admiral 
Robert E . Coontz. commander-in- 
chief of the Pacific fleet, declared 
this morning that he had not yet re-, 
ceived a satisfactory explanation of 
the wreck of seven destroyers off 
Point Arguella. 


Adding that it was necessary to 


keep the record of the navy clean, 
Admiral Coontz said the board had 
been instrmsted to ,30 to the bot- 
tom of the catastrophe and that no 
one who is guilty will escape. 


All of. the crew of the different 


ships, numbering more than 500 en- 
listed men,"will probably 'be called 
as witnesses and each one may be 
examined individually. 


Charts of the Delphi, the leading 


vessel, which steered the others on 
the -rocks, have been recovered and 
will be used in the inquiry. Officers 
.from various vessels in the Pacific 
fleet will act as attorneys for the 
commanding officers of the wrecked 
destroyers who will be the defendants 
in the inquiry. 


Four more bodies have been re- 


covered near the scene of the dis- 
aster, 'bringing the total listed as 
dead to ten. Thirteen are still miss- 
ing. One of the bodies has been 
identified as E. Jones of the Young.
